Applicant argues that Kiel does not 
teach transmitting the data encoding the purchased calling time from the portable networking device to an onboard system. However, 
the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Kiel teaches that the purchased calling time is encoded onto the portable networking device 
(activity monitoring unit). The activity monitoring unit can be connected to the onboard system (client communication device). Then the 
client communication device receives the encoded purchased calling time [0012, 0013]. Hence the limitations are read in the reference 
as broadly claimed. The clams do not state that the onboard system is contained in a motor vehicle as argued. 
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
